Other arrivals from the same quarter were daily ex¬ 
pected at Canton ; ami, this renewal of the direct inter¬ 
course with Manilla, would soon produce, it was hoped, a 
very favourable elfect on the general state of the markets 
in that quarter. Meanwhile, little Change had taken place. 
Cotton still stood, §jf about l‘2f tale per pekel. 

The Nancy brings remittances from China to Calcutta, 
amounting in all ty'above live lacs of dollars. 

The convoy of Country and Portuguese Ships, which 
sailed from hence about the 19 th of April, had reached Pe¬ 
nang in safety. 

The information received hy the Lord William Ben finds, 
siting that two of the enemy’s cruizes had appeared otF 
the Coast of Sumatra, appears to haye been anticipated hy 
His Majesty's Squadron. The Sir Francis Drake, which 
sailed in company with the Admiral from Madras Ilouds 
on the 1st current, had, we understand, proceeded di¬ 
rect to that quarter ;—and the ftfodctfe Frigate, aiid Bur- 
ramnia Sloop of war, which sailed on the same day, were 
also appointed to sweep the West Coast.

By Tetters from Taheeran of a late •date, we have re¬ 
ceived the satisfactory assurance, that, the tnflnence, which 
the French have been so long labouring to establish in the 
Court of Persia, is now entirely extinguished. General 
•Gardanne aud his reliuue had been removed, by command 
of the King, to a certain distance from the capital ; 
it was understood, wop Id, in a short time, take hi^ depar¬ 
ture entirely from the Persian dominions. The dissolute 
and profligate abuse of the means, w hich, by their short¬ 
lived predominance in the Royal countils, were placed at 
the disposal of the French embassy, is said to have excited 
universal disgust among the inhabitants of every rattk at 
Taheeran.

We hate seen letters from Bussorah, of so late a date as 
the 27th of May, by whieh it appears, that the II. (a 
C^uizer Teignmoutfy would probably be dispatched from 
thence for* ‘Bombay about the middle of the ensuing month.

^ Th$ report of .the markets there, particularly for Indigo 

fiftd. Bale goods, is extremely unfavourable. Y4erji fpw 
t&tia had been effectedj ai!d the price of Specie* for remit* 
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tances was fo enormous, that no moderate profits could 
defray it; and, it was consequently supposed, that adven¬ 
turers from litis port would lose to a considerable amount. 
The value of Spanish dollars was 3G5 piastres per 100, of 
German Crowns 3G0 per 100, and of Venetians 825 per 
]° 0 . 

The Country Ship Jrgo, which arrived here, in the 
course of last weeds, from Bussorah, while on her voyage 
down the Gulph, fell in with His Majesty’s Frigate Corn - 
rcnllis. The ConiTJDftfUs was then on her w r ay to Busso- 
rah, from whence it was expected that she would give con- 
vov to the trade, about to sail for this port.

The accounts, which we have received since our last, res¬ 
pecting the affairs of Cabul, are more than usually' vague 
and inconsistent. It appears however sufficiently evident, 
that both the parties, who are now contending for the pos¬ 
session of that monarchy, are extremely destitute of means, 
and experience very great difficulties, in the equipment of 
their respective forces. The ukhbars say expressly, that 
Mahmood’s affairs were not in a condition to permit of his 
accomplishing his projected march to Pcshour; and that 
Soojah was equally unable to effective expulsion of his ri¬ 
val from Cabul. We still hear however of the gradual ad¬ 
vance of the rebel army from the capital: while the troops 
of Soojah are said to have made two marches onward from 
Peshour. The Padshah himself remained, at the-date of the 
last accounts; but would shortly follow them. 

A division of Alta Mal.omntcd Khan’s forces, amounting 
to 8000 men, is said to have marched from Cashmere, to¬ 
wards Attock ;—but, whether with the view of co-operating 
'with Mali mood, or of giving •succour to Soojah, does not 
eery dearly appear. Abdul Gutfoor Khan with a division 
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of the Royal Army, still maintained his position, between. 
Cashmere and the Indus 

Lieutenants Harris and Tics ell, two Officers in the suito 
of Mr. Elphinstone. (whisn departure from Peshour, and 
subsequent interruption in their progr<*« through the Pun¬ 
jab. we noticed in a firmer number,) are staten in the La¬ 
in* re newspapers of the 10th, to jiave reached that capital 
in safety. 

* Runjept Sing has gone in person, with the greater part 
of his forces, against Khote.kangra. He set out from 
Umrut-sir on the $th ultimo, attended only by a 
slight guard of horse, and arrived at Battala on the fol- 
lowing day, after a march of 32 miles, On the 7th he pro¬ 
ceeded to Mozah Ghurrud, a place about 80 miles from 
Umrut-sir: and, according to substqueqt accounts, he 
afterwards advanced ten pules further, and took up a po¬ 
sition near Palman-kote. His principal Sirdars', with their 
respective followers, were in full march to the general ren¬ 
dezvous at Ilurreepoor. Meanwhile, lfe had left Gharruk 
Sing in charge of the Fort and City of Umrut-sir ; and 
bad directed Del Sing, with his povyer, to proceed to 
Mooltan.

In this st*ta 
of mind, he is said to have<entered into an agreement with 
the Gosugs, by which he bound himself to surrender the 
fortress to them after an interval of 22 days, provided« 
thev would leave the rest of his possessions unmolested.

hold ip the neighbourhood ; and conveyed his women a*\d 
treatures to the tort • of Tibbia. After a short interval, 
his mind appears to have ^changed a second tithe, J a fid* 

- it length, he had coma to the t resolution of resisting tfya 
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demands of both invaders. To Runjeet’s messages, how¬ 
ever, he continued to reply, that the fort should be deli¬ 
vered into his hands, as soon as he should have cleared 
the country of the Gorugs. Meanwhile, the garrison of 
Khote.Unngra were in groat distress for ammunition, and 
w ere closely besieged by the banditti, who had prepared 
t> give battle to the Seik army. The Rajahs of the moun¬ 
tains in general were disposed to assist the enterprize of 
Jluujeet. 

Affairs remain in the same state as before, on the Raj¬ 
poot and Mahratta frontier^. Baptiste, according to the 
latest accounts, was employed in levying the cbout at 
Kurrowlce. 

Lutchman Do wall, late chieftain of Adjyghur, whoso 
family was so barbarously butchered, a short time ago, by 
the hand of his father in law, has arrived, we understand, 
within these few days, at the Presidency.—Conceiving 
himself aggrieved by the measures adopted against him, it 
appears, that he made his escape from Banda, with the 
intention of proceeding hither, and laying his complaint 
before the Supreme Government.

The 
majority however being natives of Malacca, they all or wards 
insisted on returning there, and luought in the vessel in 
safety, with little loss to her owners. The Commander, 
Captain lloss, had also returned in a boat purchased at 
Pontiana, where he left the property on shore under the 
Sultan’s cfistody.

NORTH-WEST FRONTIER. 

Since the late extension of our military frontier to (he 
banks of the Sutlerfge, public omiosity has been attracted 
in a more than ordinary degree, to the countries situated 
on the north-west borders of Hindoos! an. The following- 
short account therefore of the present condition of the 
town of LoodeauTiah* and of tin* new cantonments esta¬ 
blished there, may not be unacceptable to many of mu* 
readers.—It is taken from the narrative of a correspon¬ 
dent. 

44 Loodeaunah must formerly ha-e, been a place of some 
importance. The seat of an nub-pendant chief, situated 
44 on the high road from Delhi to Lahore, and complete- 
44 Iy commanding the passage of the Sutledge, by which 
the extensive trade with (Cashmere, JMuultan, ike. ig 
44 carried on ; it possessed every advantage which situati- 
44 on could bestow, and could hardly*fail to rise and ilou- 
t 4 *rish, under a good government. Its downfal has been 
44 great. The Sutledge left it ghoul .‘JO years ago, shilling 
44 its bed to the distance of about four miles. From iliac 
► 44 time, it began to dwindle, and has ever since con tin ii* 
44 cd to decline ; till it .lias at length become a poor in. 
44 considerable town, well nigh destitute of 'inhabitants. 
44 “From the superior style of building ubservablejn many 
“ of the houses, we have still however suificient evu 
i 4 fleifc^f.of ils foruior opulpncjf and poprlousness. And, 

44 its present condition jfill excite less wonder, when 
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44 it is considered, that, during the period of its de- 
44 cline, it has been repeatedly attached, taken, and 
44 completely plundered. The last occasion of this 
44 sort, was about nine years ago ; when Hang Sing. the 
44 chief to whom it belongs, quarrelled with the famous 
44 marauder Bunga Siug of Tenasser, (a place between 
44 Karnaul and Puteallah,) who is the terror of all the 
44 tribes on this side of the Sutledgo. This chieftain, in 
44 one of his rounds, attacked and completely rifled Loo. 
w deannah. 

*’ 44 On an eminence, at the western extremity of the 
4< town, stands the Fort, a work built of pucka materials, 
44 but of no considerable strength. It was delivered over 
44 to us on our arrival here,* and has since undergone a 
44 pretty thorough repair. Its defences have been greatly 
44 improved ; and perhaps as much done, upon the whole, 
44 towards rendering it a place of strength, as in the nature 
44 of things Was practicable. It is now almost ready for 
44 occupation ; and, with a well-provided garrison Of Bri- 
44 tii.h trdops, will bid defiance to the attacks of any Na. 
44 tive power. It will he a valuable place of depot, for 
44 the supply of our armies, in case of their being called, 
44 at any future period, to act on any of the liues of de- 
14 fence' between that frontier and the A Hock. 

4t ‘0ur cantonments run out from the Fort, along a deep 
44 sandy flat. Their left flank is thrown as near to tjho waLs 
44 as the nature of th^ground will permit : while the right 
44 extends to the distance of about 20(X) jards ;—the 
44 whole being within the long range of our twelve.poun- 
44 derst, and consequently under the protection of tfia 
44 ramparts. We haAe had great diiliculties to encounter, 
44 in collecting materials for our huts. At length, howtAet, 
44 nearly all the Officers,, have got under cover. And, 
44 never perhaps was there a greater variety of tastes dis. 
44 played, than in the arrangement and construction of 
44 JJieir dwellings. It appears, agif each had set out with 
44 & determination of* differing from the plan of his neigh. 
46 boqr.« The spot, at the same time, is favoured in a* 
44 remarkable degree by nature, which has given a dis. 
44 position to (he whole, £hut no human artifice, giuld a© 
^'inMssU hare supplied.

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The climate hero, some time ago, was delightful: 
** but now, owing principally to local circumstances, it 
is one of the vilest that ever man experienced. Not 
<4 a day pisses, without one or two Norfh-westers, which 
* i bring along with them clouds'of dust, and frequently 
u leave us woful specimens of their effects.” 


Early in the course of last month, a party from Colo¬ 
nel Ochterlony’s Detachment had a skirmish with some of 
the people of Runjeet’s Tannah, at one of the Seik villages 
on this side of the Sutledge. The latter not only refused 
to supply our troops with forage, but actually fired upon 
them. The party was in consequence detained a whole night 
before the place. They received, in the moan time, a rein¬ 
forcement from Camp, and were preparing to assault the til¬ 
lage, in case the gates should not be opened at day-break. 
Runjeet’s people, however, had taken advantage of the 
dusk to make their escape, and in the morning the gates 
were thrown open.—One man and several horses belong¬ 
ing to our party frerp wounded; but no lives were lost. 


By letters from Loodoaunah of the 15th ultimo, we learn, 
that one of the men, who deserted from His Majesty’s 
17th Regiment, when they were out on service in Sirhind, 
Had come into cantonments a few days before, and deli¬ 
vered himself up. The condition* in which he arrived, 
was most humiliating : and the treatment, which he had 
experienced from the period of his departure from the 
British Provinces, will prove, we trust, a salutary lesson 
to others. He came in, pejrfectly*naked;—having been 
completely plundered and stripped by the country-people, 
of bis clothes and every riling belonging to him. Ilia 
own account is, that be had separated from his regiment, 
► one day when he was a little tipsy, and had never after¬ 
wards been able to rejoin it. From,that time forth, he,had 
been wandering among the hills ; where he had left others 
of his comrades, in the same condition, dispersed, either 
singly or in parties of two. each. One of them had been’ 
ctu down, at the entrance of a village. He himself had 
received an oiler of 30 Rupees per month, to enlist with 4 
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Native chieftain ; but his anxiety to return to Ms Regi¬ 
ment was such, that he hail refused to accept it.

•The cafe, on the part of the Captors, was briefly ftated by 
the King's Advocate (Mr. Marsh), who obferved, that, it 
appeared from ihe Ship’s papers and tht* depositions, that the 
foip belonged to MefTrs. MiRLB*and Cabot, Merchants in 
the Ifle of France, and that the Supercargo had freighted 
her to the Dutch Government at Batavia, foT a voyage from 
that place to Sura Bay. He then ftated, that, the 
lhk> was taken by His Majefty's Frigate the Fox, under 
the command of Henry Hart, Efquire, and, when taken, 
"La Caravanne,, was under the Proteftion of a Dutch Fort 
op the I Hand of Java,—That the Cargo,‘which principally 
confifted of French Wines and Arrack and fome artie’es of 
Furniture, was Dutch—and he accordingly moved for the 
condemnation of the Ship, as belonging at the time of feieure 
to fubiefts of the French Republic, and, of the C*rgo, a* 
belonging at the time of feizure to fubjefts of the Batavian*.

Aew adherents, and his army is said to have ad vanced :ik 
toiler from Peshour ; soon to in follo wed by the Padshah in 
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person. Meanwhile, it would appear, that negotiations 
were on foot with ids rival, and were even already in a 
state of considerable lei Hardness. The oppressions and 
cruelties of M a mood had rais< d up against him, the Khans 
as well as the peasantry of Cabui ; who are said, in con- 
sequence, to have connived the purpose of seizing his 
person, and delivering him, on the approach of Soojah, into 
the hands of that Prince. He had accordingly, in con¬ 
junction with Futteh Khan and Iris other principal sirdars, 
ipade overtures of accommodation to the Padshah ; pro. 
\>osing, as the couditious of his submission, that the latter 
should renounce Ins connexion with the English, and 
should appoint Gholautn Mahommed Khan to the office 
of Viader. Soojah received "he proposals with becoming 
distrust, and shewed no inclination whatever to yield to 
their suggestions respecting the British mission. He or¬ 
dered Cool Mahommed Khan however to proceed to Ca¬ 
bui, for the purpose of conducting <he t ,negocialion ; and 
is said to have charged him with an offer of the province of 
Candahay to Mahmood, of Surkarpoor to Futteh Khan, 
and of other districts to each of Ih# tfther Khans in pro¬ 
portion to their respective ranks, as the price of concilia!i. 
on. In how far this may be correct, we cannot take upon 
us to say.

ptefenttd to them for payments, as enjoined in the tyth Pa¬

** to chetk the iibftralls or bills.of eftablilbed charges by

And ihe Military Auditor General having reported to 
the Honorable the Governor in Council, that inftances have 
occurred, of Paymafters upon this Eftablifliment having, in 
dtfubcdiencc to the inftruftions contained in the 28th Para, 
yragh of inftruftions to Paymasters, taken upon thetnfelves, 
after the receipt of a retrenchment of an unauthorized charge, 
again to diffiurfe like charges; without receiving authority 
for fo doing ; The Honourable the Governor in Council can.

an Regiment on board of ills Majesty’s Ships, for the 
purpose of boning as Marines, the Officers of the Station 
were induced to entertain the erroneous supposition, that 
the object of those Orders was to separate, and finally to

• Fort St. George has formally and solemnly disavowed ; ami 
under the iniluence of thi» misapprehension, declared thefr 
resolution to resist the execution of them ; that Lieutenant 
Colonel Innes having manifested a determination to enforce 
them, the Officers of the Garrison proceeded to the Bar¬ 
racks. and by personal representation, succeeded in sed nr', 
ing the. Troops from their duty, and in obtaining from them 
a promise of support. That Major Storey, the next in 
command, who was then in the Cantonments, proceeded to 
the Garrison, and having endeavoured without success to

in,the charts lately published in the country, the northern ex~ 
tr°r.uly of the island called Good Fortune, or ibivc, or See Bee* 
too, is laid down iuiat. 1 56 8. leaving a wide channel, or space 
of open s«,*a between it and Minton, the nearest island to the 
northwestward, of from 82 to 9<J miles i whereas the breadth of 
this channel is only S leagues, with, a dangerous reef nearly ia 
the middle ot il. * 

Goi>d fortune or Pora, instead of being a small insland, as re¬ 
presented in the modem charts, with its northern extremity hi 
lat. 1 56 8. the true latitude of this extreme, is, 0 56 S. it 

being of great extent, projecting cue degree more-to the uoith- 
ifhrd tha^ placed on those charts. 

M. the A pres, in his Neptune Oriental, published in 1715, hah 
laid down the norther ’ extremity of the abovementioned island, 
in iat. 1 2 b. which is only 6 miles to the southward of its true 

situation j it seems therefore, that nearly a degree of latitude 
lias been tnheu from it by modem hydrograpLers without,good 
authority. 

Captain Welstead left Bencoolen ia the Alfred, 22d October* 
1807, bound to China by Malacca 8trail; having a neip chart 
of this island, and West Coast of Sumatra, and the wind being 
from the southward* lie steered along the matt, intending to pass 
out through the large ebauuel delineated oh the charts between 
the island Good torUiue and Minton. 

* The winds afterwards became very variable, with frequent: 
bard squads from the N. W. cloudy weather and much rain, when 
between the islands and const o%Sum:«tra. They continued to 
yvork Co the northward, and found the island Good fortune to 
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extend nearly a decree more to tlj« northward than represented- 
By the charts. As their observations and chronometers made the 
ninth e .d of that island, in latitude 0 55 or 66 S, long. 98 26 
JE. the wind controuirig adverse, with sudden calms, and a strong 
Current running constantly to the soutnwafd, they found it would 
be a great loss of time to continue to endeavour to beat round 
the north end of Good Fortune Island, and the channel between 
it and Minion, probably very daugerous, being unexplored: on 
the £9lh of October, (seven days after' leaving Bencnolen,) 
tht*y were therefore obliged to bear away to the southward, and 
pass out round the soutliern limit of the islands opposite to Ben* 
coolen. 


It was natural when sailing from tlencoolen with a southerly 
rind, to steer a disect course to pass through the large channel 
represented on the charts, in preference to haling out W. S. \V, 
with a scant wind, round the southcrnmbst islands; but by adopt¬ 
ing that course, from judging the new charts to he tolerably 
correct, a loss of ten days was sustained, most of that time 
healing asrainst squally unsettled weather, with much rain.—It 
seems probable, that had t> e wind been lair for running through 
the U'iae channel of the charts. Captain Welstcad or any other 
commander, migM have run for it in the night, with Confidence, 
{£eing 30 Itagrtes in breadth) and the loss ^>? the ship might have 
been the result Of this unaccountable erroneous innovations of the 
charts recently published,

on which she was scut by Government, to the Moluccas. 
She arrived at the island of Giilolo on the 36th of March, 
and fondd there the Sultan of Tidore in a state of the ut¬

In a very distracted condition, 
h Natives hare latterly been exposed to friuch distress 
umation $ and the troops in garrison aye discontented 
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and refractory. Thorp is every reason therefore to believe, 
that the appearance of a British force would be followed by 
their immediate surrender. Amboyna indeed is now a place 
of great strength, all the hills around the town being forti- 
lied w ith formidable works. They have also, at present, a 
tolerable sup; ly of provision s in the island. But even at 
Amboyna, such is the disaffection of the Natives, that no 
(effectual resistance could be made. 

The Lord Minlo brings intelligence from Malacca,*. of 
the capture of the French National Brig Courier (formers, 
ly the Gntpplcr gnn-brig,) whose depredations have for 
some time past been so fatal to our eastern trade, by Hi» ’ 
Majesty's ^!np For, off Acheon. 

The FJcftnot\ Captain Lambert, of this port, having a 
cargo of Opium onboard, was captured, towards the latter 
end of March, in one of the ports of Bally, by a Dutch 
cruizer, and sent to Java. According to recent letters ret. 
reived frotn that island at Malacca, Captain and Mrs. 
Lambcrt. with the Officers and crew af the Eleanor , were 
then ;»t *he island of Madura. 

The Lord Minio has brought round from Malacca, sei 
veral Native mariners of that place, together with a voting 
Fmropean seaman, who are to be triecl at the Court of Adi 
miralty here, on a charge of Piracy. They belonged td 
the crew of the Brig Malacca, which they carried"some 
time ago out of Ponfiana roads (their Commander being 
thdif on store.) with the intention of proceeding to Java. 
Fortunately how ever they lost their way, and, falling id 
with a Malay boat at sea, otte half of the mutineers, aaxu 
ous to avail themselves of the opportunity of returning, set 
upon the other half, and forced them to assist in re.caiU

By letters of the 29th of Jutte And the of July, frdni 
the gentlemen of Mr. FJphinstone’s suite,' we learn, that 
the Cabul mission is now on its final return to the Compa* 
ny*s Provinces. The Embassy quitted Peshour on the 
14th of June, and crossed the plain between that city and 
Aitoc in four inarches. At Attuc, they passed the Indus, 
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and from thence made a farther advance of three marches 
'eastward, to Ifiifisiir Abdal. There they awaited the return 
Af the messenger, who had been dispatched to the Royal 
Camp, for the purpose of intimating to Soojah the recgl 
-and approaching departure of the mission. 

At the date of our last accounts, this messenger had re- 
; turned, with a gracious answer from the Padshah ; and 
the Embassy were accordingly about to proceed, on the day 
jfollowiiig, on their route through the Punjab. The mes¬ 
senger had overtaken the Peshour army at Dukka, a place 
' about twenty-five coss to the eastward of Jellalabad, on the 
Jst ultimo. At that period, the new levies, whose fidelity 
had been so much the subject of suspicion, continued to 
* adhere stedfaStly to the standardt, of Soojah ; and, some 
advanced bodies of the enemy, who had come on from Ca¬ 
lm!, were retiring on his approach. 

Subsequent advices however, we are extremely sorry to 
hay, give ground to believe', that a general action had after¬ 
wards been 1 fought at Futteabad, (a place about 10 or 13 
Coss beyond Jellutabad, y in which action, the Utnall army of 
the Padshah had sustained a signal defeat. With respect to 
particulars, the accounts are much too vague, to entitle nu 
to speak with any confidence. But of the general fact, 
little or no doubt seem* to have been entertained. The 
blow is said to have feehn most complete. Many of Son. 
jah’s principal Sirdars had been killed, and the unhappy 
monarch himself had been compelled to fly to bis former 
pltqe pf concealment, among the Kbybur hills. 

The Royal hfteam, with the jewels and treasure, had arri¬ 
ved at the Fort of Attoc, about the latter end of June.

From the report brought to Madras hy the Cornelia % 
we are led to conclude, that, a fu/t the capture of the 
Indiamen, the Frencfi Frigate Caroline had joined the 
Cantiouter and Jjuurel lately cruizing off the coast of 
Sumatra, and that the three ships were prosecuting their 
depredations in concert, -r—The Cornelia fell in with tho 
squadron, while on her voyage to Penang, whither slo 
was proceeding, for the purpose of giving convoy to the 
trade detained at that island. Finding that she had com. 
pletely the advantage of all tire enemy’s vessels in point 
of sailing, she remained in company with them for the 
space of It) hours, in the hope of an opportunity to 
attack them separately. During part of ibis time, she 
Was notmore than three miles distant from them.

Since onr last, nothing further has reached us on the 
subject of the late events in Cabal. It only remains 
therefore, that we should fulfil the promise given in our 

1 st, of laying before our readers snch particulars relative 
to the return of the Embassy, as have come t<i our * 
know ledge. 

The tract of Country, passed by Mr. Elphinstone and 
his suite, in their journey from Peshour to Attoc, is about 
45 miles in extent. For twenty-five miles on this side of 
Peshour, the face of the landscape presents one uniform 
and level plain, beautifully verdant, occasionally inters¬ 
persed with trees, and divided by the Cabul river, which 
hows towards the Indus in a rapid stream, about 200 
yards in breadth. Tfte latter part of the road leads over 
a barren and stony tract, gnd, at dne place, for about 

2 miles ami an half, through a pass extremely steep ami 
ragged. The summit of one of the hills in this neigh¬ 
bourhood, cominauds a prospect magnificent beyond des¬ 
cription. ^Vrnong other objects, the great Indus is seen 
to the North East, expanded over a sandy bed from 
two and an half to three miles in extent, and divided 
by the undulations of that bed into numberless smaller 
streams This aspect it continues to preserve, until within 
a mile of the fort of Attoc, where, just as it receives *tho 
waters of the Cabul river, it is compressed into one com¬ 
pact and, fathomless torrent, 260 yards , in width, and 
gushing between high and abrupt banks of dark-grey 
schistus, unmounted by lofty hills or rocks of the same 
compostion* 

The fortress of Attoc was built by the Emperor Akbar, 
as *a barrier against the incursions of the. Afghans. It 
is of an irregular, oblong shape, about hllf a mile in 
length by a quarter of a mile in breadth; and is situated 
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on the face of a rugged and extensive lull, with its narrow 
extremity projecting towards the Indus. A bastion, 35 
feet in height, forms the southern and most prominent 
angle, and the top of this bastion, during the high floods, 
!h washed by the waters of the river. The garrison of 
this stronghold, when visited by the Embassy, consisted 
of no more than one solitary horseman and 33 foot-sol¬ 
diers. The town of Attoc is situated immediately below 
the Fort:—it is very small, and principally inhabited by 
boatmen and their families. All the houses in the fort 
of Attoc are bomb-proof; and it is considered by the 
people of the country as a place of great consequence. 
From the circumstance of its never having been attacked, 
they infer, that it must be impregnable. In truth, how¬ 
ever, it is a place quite incapable of resisting any thing 
like a regular attack; and only formidable against the 
operations of an Asiatic power. 

The scenery about Attoc is crowned by successive ranges 
'of lofty hills, extending far and wide, to flip south and 
west, on both sides Of the Indus. From Attoc up to (he 
fountain-head, the river bears the pame of Aba Sein, or 
Parent River. At AUw, it assumes the name of (lie 
place; as it does also again tit Neelab, an anrietit town 
about seven coss below Attoc. It preserves the same 
deep, narrow, rapid form, through a tract of CO miles, 
until it reaches Kala-Baugh, where it again divides, ^nd 
spreads its fructifying streams over all the adjacent, plains. 
The Indus breaking over the huge rocks at Attoc, pro¬ 
duces a sound like the roaring of (he ocean ; and the large 
quantity of grey sparklirfg sand continually swept down 
by the torrent imparts au uniformly turbid appearance to 
its waters. 

On the Afghan side of the river, opposite to Attoc, 
there stands a small ghurree or fort, called Khyrabad. 
It was built by Nadir Shah, as a defence against the 
fttisdoostannm. Ijjr 

When the Embassy arrived at Khyrabad,* Ihey found 
Only twelve boats attached to* the ferry; so that two jn- 
tire tlgys were consumed in conveying their baggage to the 
opposite side. At first, the Kellahdar of Attoc shewed some 
signs of jealousy; and the troops and baggage were can- 
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spquently conducted up the steep, by a very narrow and 
rugged pathway shirting the outer wall of (lie Fort. The 
party took up their,ground on the eastern bank, at the 
foot of a hill, two miles above At toe. There they halted 
for the space (if two days ; exposed all the time to a scorch¬ 
ing wind, which blew night and day without intermission 
from the East and South, and was so extremely oppressive, 
that hardly any of the party had an hour’s repose during 
their stay. This heat continued, though not with the same 
intensity, until they reached their ground, in the plain of 
llussin Abdal, where they were at length relieved by a re- ’ 
freshing shower, followed by a delightfully cool breeze. 
Their camp at ITussin Abdal, was pitched in a most pic¬ 
turesque spot, surrounded on every side by lofty mountains, 
and abounding in clear rivulets well replenished with fish, 
and in gardens, little indebted to culture indeed, but pro¬ 
ductive and luxuriant. This place, though only five long 
inarches distant from Cashmere, maintains no commercial. 
or other intercourse with that celebrated region.

Th^ Dover and General Stewart weighed anchor from 
Saugor Roads on Thursday, and, it is supposed, would get 
out to sea on Saturday.^ The Hastings, Pilot schooner, ac¬ 
companies Lord Minto to Madras.

Whereas, the Rigl.t Honorable the Lords Commissioner* 
for executing the Office of Lmd High Admiral of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, &t. have in consequence 
of His Majesty's Pleasure previously signified, directed me to 
establish the most rigorous Blockade upon the Island of Java and 
the Moluccas, and particularly for preventing any Arab Vessels 
jyomling from those places to the French Islands, or to the 
lied Sea. *

“ The William PiU , Jane Dimdas , and Duchess of Cordon 
“ front Columho, joined us at sea on the afternoon of the 15th 
*• of February, when Admiral Pcllcw ordered ail the regular 
“ Indiamen to sail in line of bfltle rr.tem oi‘ his ship, the Cul* 
♦* ludcrty and the Extra shi^s in another line w ish the Jerpsichore r 
* l Frigate, astern «f them. We had tin* weather and favoring 
“ breezes for some time; but, on the 12th and 13th March, we 
“ had hard i>ah*s, which v.c weathered very well;—only we 
** lost sight of ail the Fleet ou the 141 and, in the night of 
tlie 16th, wc had such a tremendous Morm that we did not 
“ expect t<* see day-light again. (It was about the same Latitude

Letters from (he Ciipi* of Good Hope, of Hi* llth o t 
June, have, we uhderstaiid, been received in town. None 
of the missing Indiameu of the February fleet had then 
arrived at that settlement. It was not expected indeed 
that they should have put in there, unless constrained by 
circumstances of distress, and litllp doubt therefore was 
entertained of their safety. 

A rich Bengal ship of ^00 tons burthen, taken during 
the preceding year by one of the criilzers from the 
Mauritius, is stated lb have been subsequently recap¬ 
tured, under the name of the Tilsit , by one of our 
ships on that station, and sent into the Capo of Good 
Hope.—Other advices, we understand, mention the re- 
ooture of the ship Abcukir of tljis port. But, whether 
the accounts allude to typo different vessels, or to the 
same ship under district names, we have not the means 
of judging. 

]t has been confidently stated, on the authority of verbal 
information brought by the Lady Castlrreagh from St. 
Helena, that the two ships of war belonging to the 
Dffazil station, which arrived at that island on the 5 th of , 
June, were then in quest of the Boulogne French Frigate, 
which, according to certain ruiqours accredited at Rio 
Janeiro, had captured three English Iitdiamen off the Cape 
of Good Hope. From this circumstance, a very pleasing 
and reasonable inference has been drawn, in favour of th«r* 
safety of (lie three ships, Glory n Experiment and Lord 
Welsott, which for some time had been given up as totally 
Ipst. _' 

By letters received this day from Madras, we learn, 
tlia£ 450 men of His Majesty’s 66th Regiment of Foot' 
atrived at that Presidency from Ceylon, on the 31 st ulti¬ 
mo, in His Majesty’s Ship Russell.

On f riday evening, His Majesty’s 14 th Regiment of 
Foot, at present in garrison at Fort William, received 
orders to hold themselves in readiness for immediate em¬ 
barkation for the Coast of Coromandel. The 22d Foot 
were also ordered to proceed without delay from Bcrham- 
pore to (he Presidency, and to hold themselves in readiness 
to embark for the same destination. These two fine Regi¬ 
ments are together above 1800 strong. They embark on 
the If. C, Ships Carnatic, Walthamstow, Lord Melville , 
Lady Cat tier eagh, and Baring. The 14 th, it is expected, 
will be ready to embark by the 3 d proximo.

She is now accordingly on her return thrown, for that 
purpose.

The unfortunate Robert Bruce Keith Stewart, who 
made bis escape from New South Wales, and was sent 
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from hence a prisoner on board the Union to be con.

pea red on tbe evening of the 13th ultimo. It is supposed, 
that he threw himself overboard and was drowned. 


The season for manufacturing Indigo in these Provinces 
now is nearly at a close; and, the various reports received 
from the different plantations may enable us to form a 
pretty correct judgment of tbe prospects which it holds 
out to the cultivators. The whole produce of the year* 
we understand, is not likely to exceed one fourth, or at 
most one third of the average produce of ordinary seasons. 
Throughout Jessure, and in general all the lower districts 
of Bengal, the hopes of the Planter have been completely 
blasted, by the inundation of his fields and the entire de- 
struction of his crop. At some of the factories, not even 
a single maund has been made; and at all, the produce has 
fallen short of the estimate, in a lamentable proportion. 
The accounts from Tirhoot, and other parts of Behar 
are more favourable. According to letters from Rung- 
pore, the planters there expect, ,on the whole, to get 
through the year, without loss. And, in the Benares 
district, the crops have been generally productive. 

Notwithstanding however this extraordinary deficiency 
in the returns of the year, Indigo still continues a mere 
drug in the Calcutta market. The reports from Europe 
are so unpropitious, that, from being the most profitable, it 
has become the most hazardous medium of remittance. 
The failure of the planters therefore is less to be regretted 
now, than ij^ltald have been at any former period. In 
the present of the relations of the United States with 
the European continent, Indigo is not likely to be an ar¬ 
ticle in deinaud with the American traders who may -come 
to this port; and any considerable addition to the stock 
now in hand at home, would oq||r. be productive of the 
most ruinous depreciation. If war, continues, the evil, 
beyond question, must sooner or later fall on the planters, 
who (as in all such cases) have been tempted to extend 
their cultivation, in a proportion never warranted by 'the 
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extent of the market, and at a time when the access to that 
market is obstructed in a manner heretofore unexampled.

A flu ranee* of confidence and fopport from perfons of your 
rank* chara&er and Ration, mod at aJl times have hern 
highly gratifying to me ; hut they are peculiarly apceprablte 
at the prefect moment of difficulty, when the Govern tneqf 
is deferred by too many of thofe in whofe hands th$ copty.

When I refleft however on the diftinguilhcd reputations« 
which the Officers of the Armv of the Honorable Company 
have acquired, ] cherifli a well grounded expectation that 
the example which has this day been afforded bv jou, wilfc 
produce the mnft falutary impttflrons on the minds of iho r e 
individuals who have been fo unhappily miflid, and induce 
them to rettttn to a correal fenfe of their duty. 

While our Native Country is ft niggling for the fupport 
of the liberties of Furope, it cannot be polfible th^t ihe 
fhould be wounded by her own Sons in the r e diftant and: 
valuable poflefiions which have been won by their arms, and 
which can be maintained only by a *&ftri& obedience »o that 
authority to which ftw has confided their defence and Govern., 
menr. 

There it a principle of national feeling and attachments 
deeply implanted in the minds of Britons which cannot bo 
eradicated. I am confident therefore that in the hour of 
danger every B itiih Government mu ft find friends and fop.

Governor in Council was induced to permit it to pats without the 
ferrous notice which it appeared to demand by a confidence in the 
di lei ptine of the Army, aud a perfuafton that the obje&ionable paf- 
fage in tbe Memoiial were inadvertently and unintentionally intrq- 
duced. 'ftb 


The fubfeqneni conduit of the Commander in Chief forced the 
Government to vindicate its authority by a fignal example of pu¬ 
li ilhment. It was will kqpwn to the Comyany^i Officers, that the 
whole of thia proceeding was referred to tbe Supreme Government, 
and the authorities m Europe ; that it would receive from their wif- 
dom a dectfion conformable to the founded principles of reafon and 
jiiflice^ and that its d'fcuffion could not belong to the cognizance 
of the Army, who precluded from becoming a deliberative body. 

* Notwithtfanding thefe confiderations, the Governor in Council, 
anxious to remove every caufe of m> funder Handing relative to a mea« 
Cure of fo important a nature, pubiifbed an Order dated the 31ft 
January, explaining to the Army the«grounda on which hi was 
adopted. The Governor in Council had a right to expefl on the 
molt obvious grounds of difcipline, and refpeff for the laws, that 
the question would have been permitted to reft here, and receive it* 
final award from the only powers competent to decide ott it $ and it 
was with feelings of equal furprize and concern, he learned that a 
memorial to the Supreme Government of the mod intemperate daf* 
ertption was circulated ill the Company*! Army* The Governor ill 
Council, defirous to avoid • tecurrcnce to Jnealurer of feverity, and 
perfuaded that it was fufficient to apprize the Company's Officii of 
the; improper nature of their proceedings to induce them.to deGft 
from their profectttton, authorized the Commander in Cbfef to tftua 
a circular letter, dated the 5 h March 1809, explaining to thof#Of« 
ficers the impropriety of their comki&, and Calling upon them by 
the moll powerful motives of doty, allegiance and honor, 10 abftaii) 
from fuch nnjuftifiible meafores. A letter froiA, idle Right Honor* 
able the Gov. Gen. in Council dated the aoth of lebuiarv it09, ap* 
pmving ofjhe fleps adopted by the Govwrvimnt of Tort St. Georgs 
with retfdft to this late Commander in Chief; was Iffo circulated to 
Army, in, the expectation that fhie fentimemsbf the'Supreme 
Government would have veprefted the fpltit of aftion and infuhordi*

fyftem of forbearance by the fentirnents of affetlion and refpefl which 
lie wa* difpofed to enur tain towards ihe (’otrva y’s Officers, and by 
a conviftion that the principle* of real,, d fi i,»hne, and natonal at¬ 
tachment .bv which he fuppoled they weie actuated, wf u!d lead them 
- tO relinquish the reprehenfible mcafures in which thev were engaged, 
on, being made' fullv acquainted with the impropriety and dagger, 
the Commander in Chief accordingly under the faiifilion of the Go¬ 
vernment, iffued a fccond circular letter, dated ihg^to-.h April 1S09, 
again calling upon the Officers of ihe Company** At my «o adhere to 
their duty, correcting the erroneous opinions wh ch they then re¬ 
ceived regarding rhr powers of the Government, and dcfitribing the un- 
jjtftfiaMe nature and dangerous confequencc* of their proceedings. 
The Governor in Council learned with deeo regret,, that thefe mra- 
ftlres of moderation, ihcfe repeated, and urgent appeal* tp the difei- 
pljnt, doty, national attachment, and pr< frflinnal hondr of the 
Company** Qffi$:tr<i, were cmiielv nupatorv; that the memorials 
continued to be cireula cd,-and that fetmmems of fedition were 
openly declared in many parts , of the Army, The farther forbear* 
atftce of the Government won't! have encouraged the progrefs of 
ttiafeifeviU; Scourfe of explanation and exhortation had been purfued 
tb varn, And it became itnpericuflv neceflary to check by a falutary 
Example of pomfiimcnr a fpirit pf iiifuhotfdination that threatened the 
mod dangerous confcquence* to the profperity of the Ethpiie.

l^ore extenfive puoifhmems, failed to produce the beneficial cfTcfl*

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The Governor in Council perceives the foregoing coutfe of pro* 
eeedingt on ibe part of the European Officers of the Company** 
JLrmy f which hat equally refitted inea Cures of forbearance and pu- 
nifhment, a determined fpiric of revolr, that mud, unlefs, fpeedily 
VCpreffed, produce the moft fatal conferences to the coitttitution and 
authority Of tbe Government and the tnterefls of the nation. No 


■leans compatible with tbe honor and atuhorry of the Government 
have been omitted to recsl the Company's Officers to a fenfe of 
their duty as Soldiers, and of their allegiance as Biittfh Subjefts; the 
furbeatance difplayed by the Government under circumUar.ce* of 
aggravated indignity, demon ft rate the fatisfaflion with which it would 
have regarded any difpolitton on the part of tbe Company's Officers 
CO mapifeft the ufual obedience required from all Soldiers. No dt& 
volition however of that nature has appeared; on the contrary thofe 
Officers, by a fyflematic courfe of aggreffion and infubordtnation 
have forced the Government to adopt meafures of,the mofl decided 
suture for the fupport of its authority. *' 

The Governor in Council would be guilty of a moft criminal de* 
fertion of his duty, and the caufe of his country, if he were culpable of 
confirming the evils of fedition and mutiny, by a fubmiffion to the 
menaces of a body of men placed by the law under his Govern* 
snent. Such a courfe of proceeding would proflrate the authority 
•f tbe Stale before a difaffetled and feditious fadion} it would ef¬ 
fectually incapacitate this and every Succeeding Government front 
executing the functions of Adminiftration, and would be fa*al to 
the pro{perity of the emoSre in India, by affording an example of 
fuccefsfuf oppofitton to authority > and by weakening the* power and 
dignity of the Government which in this country are peculiarly effen- 
tut to its exiflence. Influenced by thefe confiderations, the Go¬ 
vernor in Council has confidered it to be his facred duty, to refit 
every appearance of epnerffion to the threats oliniubordma<ion and 
faction, and to employ the power and means at the riifpofal of the 
Government for the refloratton of. difcipline, and the maintenance 
of its honor and authority. 

In this flatt of affairs it is a fource 4 f the moft gratifying reflec¬ 
tion that the zeal, loyalty and difcipjrne of his Majetty's troops, and 
of many of the moft refjieflable Officer! of the Company's Army, 
combined with the fidelity generally maifeflcd by the native troops 
, W*U enable the Government to eetompliffi the important objed of 
te-eftablilhing public order. The good fondoft of bag Mqjefty't 
troops during thy diflentioos that have occurred, *he$r zealous ad* 
herence to duty, the preference which they have maoifefted to the 
principle* of honor, virtue and p*triotifm» over the petfsmal view* 
and di (orderly paffions which prevailed around them, rtfieSVthe 
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tier this Government will poffeft the gratifying tefl filion of having 
tieferved the approbation and gratuu^** of (heir country, and of hav¬ 
ing eminently contributed to the prefciva ton of an important Jbranch 
of tbe Empne. . -

BOMBAY, AUGUST 2, 1809. 

The Arrival of the H, C.*s cruiser, Nautilus, from tha> 
Gulph, does not furnilh us with any frefh indulgence rela,. 
tive to affairs in Europe* The only information we havfe 
received, is # confirmation, by report, of the renewal of war ■ 
between Auftria and France. The bcft poflihle underftand- 
ing is fa id to fubfift between Turkey, Perfia, and Qreat 
Britain*. 

The fprtref* catle # d Malliah, twelve cofs from Moorvee - 
(in the province of Kautyawan, fituated near the fea, up the 
gulph of Kutch), had long been the refidence of one of thofe 
independent petty chiefs, whofe predatory exenrfions were 
peculiarly obnoxious to the native powers. He had been 
repeatedly attacked bp them, and had been uniformly f» 
fortunate, either from the defperate reft ft e nee he made, or 
the incapacity of thofe who endeavoured to reduce him, at 
to repel their attacks ; and had confequently grown up into 
a degree of infolent ftcurity, which led him to many excefTe* : 
in the neighbourhood, and taught him to underrate tho : 
irrefifljble power of the British Indian army.. 

Decifive meafures therefore became abfolutely neceffary^., 
and a detachment, under the command of lieut. col. Walker, 
was ordered to march towards the fortrefs of - Malliah, where 
they arrived on the morning of the 7th ultimo, and bavins 
reconnoitred the ground, took a pofition on this fouth-eatt 
face. The garrifon was fummoned on the fame day, but the 
enemy (hewed not the lead difpofition to fwrrender. Batte¬ 
ries were therefore ete&cd in the courfe of the night, and 
foth was the zeal and ability with which this far vice waa 
performed, that they were enabled to play upon the fort on 
the morning of the 8th. The gum were admirably ferved, 
and fo well direded, that 0 breach was reported practicable 
*t three #*ekwk in *fae ofternowi, The ientiog party *«« 
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now formed, and captain Mo*K>«izie, of the Bombay Eu¬ 
ropean regiment, aCcompaWd by lieutenant Newnnun of the 
id baft. jftrh ■tegt.—both volunteered their fervicCs to le*i 
the Forlorn.Hope, in a moft gvhnt ftyle. The party who 
were immediately to folldw confided of iyi rank an* file of 
the ad batt. f6th regr. 48 rank and fi $ ot the Bombay 
European regiment the fltnk companies ot the grenadier bat. 
falion, and thofe < f the ift batalion ( h regiment, 1he 
whole u* der major Mahony of the B rabay ; Grenadief 
battalion.

Eighteen and fix-plunder* were 
immediately brought up and opened upo!. it, but by this time 
the evening had (hut in, and the fire on the durbar was fuff’ 
pended. The troops however weie partially engaged during 
the night.

Reports of a less agreable nature, with respect to the 
State of allairs at the station of Seringapatam, were yes¬ 
terday brought to tow n fay the Commander of the ship Jhf- 
venture , which sailed from that Presidency on the 23d ul¬ 
timo, and arrived hi the river on Friday. The details, wo 
understand, are contained in a Madras newspaper, which 
Captain Rowe left on board his vessel, and will probably 
be givcu to the public in the course of this day or to¬ 
morrow. Meanwhile, we forbear entering in them. Ifc 
may he sufficient to state in general % that an attempt of o- 
)>en violence had been completely suppressed and overpow¬ 
ered hy the Force stationed at that capital under the com¬ 
mand of Colonel Davis, consisting of His Majesty’s 80£lt 
Regiment qf Foot, the 25th Light Dragoons and the My¬ 
sore horse in the scrvic#of the Rajah. 

The arrival of Lord Minlo was anxiously looked for at 
Madras, as the signal of returning peace and unanimity. 
And the iate advices from the Northern stationJt-tSfTne 
Dekkan sufficiently evince, that the army themselves were 
disposed to look forward to that event, with such feelings, 
as more sober recollection was likely to awaken, and as 
we trust can in no situation be long dormant in the bosoms 
of {Englishmen. 

JJis Majesty’s Ship Dover, having . His Lordship on 
board, arrived off Gan jam on the 24th current.

We learn with satisfaction, that subsequent ad- 
r vices were received on Sunday from his Lordship, dated 
the 27th ultimo, off Cicacole ; at which time, they were 
; sailing before the wind, with a pleasant breeze. 


We hare the satisfaction to inform our readers, that

It. may be gratifying to many of onr readers to loam, 
that the Fleet of China Ships, which sailed from England 
in April last, arrived in safety at Penang, on the evening 
•f the «2d of July. 

This Fleet has come out, under convoy of His Majesty** 
ship St. Albans of G4 guns. Captain Austin, and is com*, 
posed of the following vessels, viz : Marquis of /'.///, 
Thames , Glutton , Royal Charlotte , Princess Amelia , and 
Coutts. The II. C. ship Albion had separated from her 
comrades, in hazy weather, near the Line. 

The above information is communicated, in letters from 


Penang of the 58th of July, forwarded to Chittagong tm the 
Yenus^b thismorning received from that station byexpress. 

We are extremely sorry to add, that they convey the fur¬ 
ther intelligence of jjjresh depredations committed by the 
enemy’s cruizers, along the eastern shores of the Bay. 
The Clijile^ a valuable merchant-vessel belonging to Messrs. 
Scott and Forbes of Penang, and insured to a consi¬ 
derable amount in the Calcutta Offices, had been cap¬ 
tured off Tullasamoy by a Grab Privateer. Two Ameri¬ 
can Ships had experienced the sa^e fate. And, the />«- 
ciy William Bentinck , bound from hence to Bencoolen, 
■had narrowly escaped from two French Ships of War, 
as she was entering Padang Roads, about the middle of June. 

The H, C. ship Lord Castfareagh, accompanied by the 
Anna, arrived at Penang from Fort Marlborough, on the 
27th of July* 

The H. C. ships Earl Spencer , Monarch , and Lord 
JCeith still remained at the island, waiting for convoy. The 
Bengal ship* Nancy Grab, Ceres , Mysore and Fame, were 
in the same predicament. They were in daily expectation 
however of a Frigate either from the squadron off the coast 
of Java* or from Madras. 

The Bombay Fleet bound to China, under convoy of 
Bis Majesty’s Ship Bedaigneuse , reached PeAang on th* 
29th of June, and sailed again, an the 3d of July. 

Through the same channel, by which the above intel¬ 
ligence has passed, a report ha* been received, (though 
we cannot precisely say on what authority it rests,) stat* 
ing that a squadron of seven French Frigates, commanded 
|>y Admiral Sercy, had arrived from France at theMauritius*

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Advices from the Gulph have be?n received, by the Arab 
merchants refident in Calcutta. The Only article of news 
which they convey, is the report of a dreadful Plague, faid- 
to have arifen , tnong the Wahabecs on the Wtflern coail, to 
have carried off a prodigious number of thofe freebooters, 
and to have extended its ravages even to the cot lines of 
Bufforah. 

The interdillion of the commerce carried on by the 
merchants ot Mufcat with the ports of Britifh India, had, 
it would appear, been removed. At the date of thefe advi¬ 
ces, no lefs than fifteen veflels for Bengal are ftated to have 
been in a forward Hate of equipment ; and the greater part 
of them may be expelled in the river, about the middle of 
the curient month. * 


The heads of intelligence from Penang, brought to Chiu 
tagong by the Venus y have already appeared. We fubjoin 
the following extraH of a letter from the iiland,—-though it 
contains but little additional information. 

“ Penang, 25th July, 1809. 

“ The Bombay Fleet for China, under convoy of the 
« Deda*gnev/e, arrived on the a ill June, and failed again 
on the 3d July.

« Thames, Gfatten, Royal Charlotte , Frmcefs Amelia , and

4t itt abundance in the Indian feas.p— and the Clyde, belongf. 
« ing to Meffrs, Scott and Forbiri of tMs place, with two

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It was uhderftood, that the Fleet of India men would 
remain for fome weeks at the I {land, before the/ fliould 
proceed on their voyage to the eaftward. 

The two American vclfels captured at the fame time with 
the Clyde* were named the George and Awtiifut, The pri- 
tatter found them all three at anchor, near Achecn. It is 
Rated, that (he fold the American (hips to the King of 
Acheen, from whom they were afterwards re.purchafed by 
their commanders and brought hack to Penang. 

The tranfporis from Madras, having a detachment of the 
Bengal Marine Regiment on board, arrived at Penang early 
in June. They had not touched at tierrcoulen, as waO 
expe&ed. 

It appears, that, for fome timt previous to the arrival 
of the Caitlereagh and Anna from Vort Marlborough, very 
ferious apprehensions for the fifty of thefe veffeis had pre. 
vailed at Pentpg. 

In confequcnce of the prefence of the enemy’s cruizers 
in the neighbourhood of the iiland, an embargo had fub lifted 
in the port of Penang ever fince the beginning of April. 

with the exception of the difperfed Indiamen of the 
homeward-bound Fleets and of the Dtutta Brig of war, there 
Had not been a (ingle arrival from the weftward for nearly 
three months. The Diana arrived, about the middle of 
J t uiy. f 

The conftruftion of the new Court.houfe, kitely com¬

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We noticed in our extra Hurkaru, the narrow efcape of 
Ibe Lady William Bf.tiuck from two French cruisers at 
Padang. That veil,l arrived at Padang, about the middle 
of June. Th* two cruisers had for foms tim: before been 
hovering off that p irt ami Natal, and were in fight, when 
the Lady William Hentiack entered the river. 

The report of feven Frigates, under Admiral Sercey, hair* 
ing arrived from France at th« Mauritius, reds, we under* 
Ran i, on the airhority of a Frenchman, who was captured 
off, the Weft Coaft of Sumttra, on board a Malay* veffel 
coming from Batavia. The ftory can be looked upon in nor 
other light than that of a’ fabrication ; as, we learn from 
the Bombay newfpapers, thtt His Majefty'a Ship Leopard, 
lately arrived at that ijfefidency, had parted from the 
blockading fqmdron fo late as the 16th ot July, at which 
time the Rellona (lately arrived from France) w*:th the 
Canmnicr and Laur/l , were the only veffels (Qpthe harbour 
of Port Louis. We may obferve indeed, that there is a 
caniradi&ton in the fiaiemeru itfelf ; Admiral Sercey having 
retired from the Navy fotne years ago and become a fettlec 
at the 1 lie of Bourbon, from whence it is not known that, 
he ever returned to Europe. * 

The regular courfe of dawk from Madras having been 
much anticipated by the late communication* from that 
Prefidency by Tea, we have little or nothing to add, on thq 
fubjefl of the late events in Myfore, to whjlt'we have already; 
given. 

We were guilty of an error, we believe, in ftoting, that 
three Officers belonging to the Chitttedroog Battalion had 
been taken prifoners. The only Officer known to have been 
captured, on that unhappy oeeafion, is Captain Mackintofti 
qjf the ftth Native Infantry, who had been woundedin the 
ndion, Lieut. Bert, whavhad been alfo Wounded, died, it hi 
fcid,onth« following day.

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At the Northern Rations of the Army, every thing conti¬ 
nued tranquil, according to the lateR accounts.—The non. 
cointniffioned Officer* and Privates, belonging to the detach¬ 
ment in garrifon at Mafulipatam, had, we are informed, 
evinced a difpofition to return to rheir duty, previous to the 
late favourable change in the fentiinents of the Officers ac 
that Ration and at Hydrabad. A full pardon was granted 
to th fe men, by a proclamation of the Madras Government, 
dated the qth ultimo. 

Ain id the painful and dlRreffing circutnftances conneft^d 
Vrith thefe unfottunate events, it is a matter of the mod 
pleafing refl.-ftion, arid highly hoi ourable to the Govern¬ 
ment of Bntiih India, that the Native inhabitants of the 
diilrifls occupied by the refrafloty troop* have not only 
refrained from any ail of infuhordinarion, but have fup- 
ported the^sthority of the Rate, with ev-ry mark of 
attach men t^Pd confidence. This difpofi ion has been 
particularly manitefted in the diftriifl of Viz.igapafam ; 
vhcie the Police Darogha* ufed their utmoR exerti >ns to 
prevent all fupplies from being conveyed to the troops* 
On the firft movements of the garrifon, the Dewan of the 
K^j-’h of the Viziana^ram tendered to Government the aid 
of two companies of Sepoys in the fervice of his matter, 
lit* offer was accepted ; and, when the Company** troops 
fLized (he public treafure and marched from Viz.igapatam 
to the fouthward, thefe two companies took their place in 
the gatriion, whjffl| they Rill remain. A fimiUr offer was 
made by anotherpincipal Zemindar in the fame diftrift.

Our accounts from Cabul continue to flatter us with the 
hope of a favourable change in the f rtunes of the dej wfed 
Monarch. Were it not indeed that we ihinl^uifelves bound 
to receive ere.-y article of Afiaiic news vflp a certain al« 
Iowa nee for invention and exaggeration, ,we ihould fay, 
that luch change had aiready been effcCttd. 

S'ojah.ul-Moo k, it would appear, after his defeat by 
the troops of Mahmoud, had been diffuaded from his purpofe 
of feeking rduge among the KhybiA hills by an invitation 
from his fu 1 j its at Candahar, who had 1 iUn on hid behalf, 
and lefcued that capital from the ciiiccrs left in charge by* 
the ufurper. On the 1 xth ultimo, advices were received in 
Mr. Kipl?inftont's camp on the Kauvee, announcing Sotjah’s 
arrival at Candahar. It was added,4fet the army under 
F'utieh Khan, who had fet out fromVtbul in the fame di- 
region, for the purpofe of refeuing the city from the hands 
•f Soojah’s adherents, had been repulfed and defeated in the 
attempt. ’I he diftance fiom Cabul to Candahar does not 
exceed from 8 to 10 day's miroh, 

Khamran, the fon of Mahmood Shah, had arrived at Pdh- 
our, of which city and diftiift his father had appointed him 
Governor. His whole force however amounted to no more 
than 3O0 Horfe.

The Gentlemen of the' Britifh Embtfly reached the left

The Rauvee (or HydraotesJ is deferibed as a mere rivulet, 
when compared with the Hvdafpes or Acefines. Its bank* 
are low, and rather deficient in trees ; but they are clothed 
with that rich mantle of verdure, for which the whole face 
of the Punjab is fo remarkable. The breadth of the Rauvee 
had not been accurately ascertained, but appeared to be about 
Zoo yards. The ilream was by ty? means rapid; but was. 
rendered turbid, by the heavy rains, which, at that feafon, 
iwept down thcLfoil of the adjacent fields. 

Mr. Elphijflkoets party found only one folitary boat, at- 
the ferry. T^y prevailed however on the people, by dint 
of money and perfuaiion, to colle& three others by the fol- 
lowing day; and they exposed, in the courfe of three day*, 
more, to have all their equipage and retinue tranfpprted ro 
the oppnfire (bore. From thence the body of the Eaihafly 


would move on by the direct road to Umtu t-fir, a diftance 
of from ro to ly cofs. The Envoy himfetf* attended by a, 
fmail party, propofed to fet out on the nth, on a vide to.

As foon as the.line 
Jiad advanced to a certain diftance within this pafs, and had 
j^C|vtd. th<r boundary of the territories pofiftfled by two 
fcik|hhi^ft a in s, ( named furtsrob Sing and Outturn Sing, .{«* 
t head joining villages appeartdin a .body 
eminence to rhe rigbt, and hegan to huri 
'P of' the Embaflly, • Vpon ishis* 
a patty of 2 o'Sepoy s, began to afeend 
m^^pradJactPiRt- hilli, with the intention 4>f» opening * 
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fire on the a {fail ants, and driving them from their petition* ' 
No fooner was this movement perceived by the villagers,, 
than they loaded their matchlocks, and proceeded to occupy* 
another eminence diiedtly opprftre to that which Captain 
Pitman had afcended; and the two parties began to fire upon 
each other, frcm their refpc&ive pods. The £e:ks were 
heard at the fame time to hollow out from tire bill, that 
they would allow the ICmbaffy to pafs unmolefted, provided 
that they would pay them the chout. Meanwhile, Captain 
Pitman received a meff.ige from the Darogah, Hating, that 
af per fun had been difpatched to prevail upon the villagers to 
defiff ; but that they refufed to do fo, until Captain Pitman 
alio fhould Hop his fire. On this. Captain Pitman ordered 
his party immed ; ately tJ defeend the hill, and the firing 
ceafed, A chance (hot however fiom one of the matchlocks 


of the affailants Hruck upon a rock, contiguoujuto the route 
of the Sepoys in their defeent, and, rebounding with confi- 
derable force, wounded Captain Pitman in the Hefhy part of 
his arm. T he ball being immediately extracted and the 
wound diefTed, it wa3 not fuppofed that the accident would 
be attended with any ferious confluence*. With the 
exception of a poor camel.driver, who was (hot through 
the body while Handing in the pafs, and died on 
the fame evening, no other perfon fuHained any injury 
in the courfe of this affair. Futteh Sing, the brother 
of Oottum'Sing, (hortly after arrived in Camp, and was in¬ 
troduced to the Envoy. He reprfjpnted the people* 
who had been guilty of this outrage, as a body of MuffiiL 
Juts, from fame of the neighbouring villages, and faid that 
he hitnfelf had afcended the bill, and had been the means of 


Hopping their fire. Some Seiks however had been obferved 
among the affailants ; and, it was generally fufpefted, that, 
the whole was a concerted fcheme among Oottum Sing and' 
Purtaub Sing'ii people, to extort money from the party., Af*

' His Majefty's 53d Regiment was reviewed at Cawnpore, 
oft the 9th ultimo, in prefence of M^jor-Genetals St. Ledger 
and Fuller.

Our readirs, have for fome time heard of tie preparitions 
which were on foot at Rewarre*, lor the imrch of a pow . 
eilul divifton of the army, agunft a i rnl td town ot gr it 
Jrej.uted ftrength m the liurrianah countrv. An aft ot ig- 
grtffion, comm tied b) the free-boo'cis of Rcwannee on the 
bat^ayect a Br r i(h detachment, and fo lowtd b> ad mai 
of tejaration rqu JH inf) ti t and hotli t, hi 1 ten lered this 
ex f rd'tion abfulotely nettfiary for the mamtenince of the 
Brmfh nam , and the tjfahlifhment ot lecurni and order in 
the long trad of ttepen lent territory iituated between the 
Jumna and the Sutltdge. 

Colonel Ball, with the force under his command, ap. 
pointed to this ferine, matched about tlv* tonh ultimo, 
and arrived near the town of BoWannee on (he ^rh. A 
furotaons was immediately fent, w th an < ff r tf ttrins to 
t^e garrifon, on which they wcri allowed uun> four 
hours to conltdcr. AH propofols of c ipitulmon ho v »cr 
ben g ablolutrly rejected, Colonel Bill proceeded to take 
up his ground for the rcdudion of the pi ice In tone. On 
the mpht ot (he 28th, the whole Krttifh d< tachment w is 
drawn out in front of Bawannce. It confulcd of four bit* 
telians of Name Infantry, one Regiment of NitiveCu* 
Hairy* and 600 troopers of Skmnei's irtogu ar hoif, with 
* powerfnl tram of Amlletf, The Jotce of the enemy 
within the town, to whom thefe were oppoftd, was eftu 
tbitfd 4 t about 4500 armed men, A parry was immedi. 
etely ftbt down to conttrutt batteries; and, luch was the 
them# frith which this duty was performed, that they 
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were ready to (pen their fire by fix o’clock on the following 
morning. '1 wo eighteen pounders, two twelve pounders, 
and four howiry,ers, continued to play on the town from 
that hour until noon, when the breach was reported pra&ica. 
ble, and arrangements were immediately formed for the 
hflault. 

The troops appointed to this fervice moved down in two 
columns, by two difiindi routes, one column advancing 
from the right and the other from the left of the camp. 
The (forming party on the right was commanded by Co¬ 
lonel McGrath, and confided of the flank companies of ih« 
9th, loth, and aid Regiments of Native Infantry, and 
the battalion companies of the 9th. The left column was 
compote! of the Grenadiers and Light Infantry of the i8(h 
and 13d, and the Light Company of the 14th, under the 
command of Major Smith. Before the (forming parties 
could reach the walls, the defperadoes from tk< town had the 
boldnefs to telly out, and attack Colonel McGrath's 
column fword in hand* They were received with the 
VtmoRcoolnete by the grenadiers, who, pouring in'a (Icady 
and deliberate fire, repulfed them with great (laughter. 
The Sepoys then made their wjay into the place, by clam¬ 
bering over the breach and fealing the walls, and, after 
(onus further contelf, completely tecceeded in expelling the 
enemy. The fugitives were afterwards purfued by the 8th 
Native Cavalry and Skinner's Horfe, who had moved down, 
parallel to the exterior flanks of ihe attacking columns, 
and now fpread thcmfelvcs over the plain in every dire&ion. 

The defence altogether was confidered to be one of the 
mod refo lute, within, the recolie&ioti of the oldeft ibid ter s 
of the detachment. By the time the town was in our pof- 
fvflion, the troops had been 12 hours under arena, and very 
clotely engaged for the (pace of three houfa and an half* 
The enemy left about 400 of his men on the plain, killed 
by the tebres of the Rrittih Cavalry. Hit entire lote was 
tarioufly eftimated, at from 600 to loop. On our 
we have to lament the death of a very gallant and proraifing 
young Officer, Lieutenant O'Brien, of the ltd Native In¬ 
fantry, who fell during the charge made by the enemy on 
the right column.—<* Lieutenant G'Btteo/* fay® one of hia. 
biother ioidiers, in a letter now before o>, r * waauniver- 
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« f (“ally beloved by every one who knew him, Natives as 
«* well as Europeans. He was the on!} ofticcr who fell on 
** this occafion ; and never did a inci** honourable or nn- 
<* rttt man, or one more fincerely lamented, pay tly debt 
€( to nature.** In letters from Delhi, Cot net Cock of tljc 
6th Cavalry is alfo reckoned among the flam ; but the pit a. 
graph which we hive now quoted, and wh'ih romis dual¬ 
ly from the fccne of attion, affards a fatiafattory c mfutation 
of that report. Lieutenant Kmklcy of the i8th, and Ko. 
fign Playfair of the 24th Infantry, weie wounded,—th«* lat. 
ter in the atm.—-Cornet Rvres of the 6th Cavalry i> alfo 
mentioned in letters from Meerut, as having fuftained fome 
injury. The lofs of the Sepoya was much lefs ferious, on 
the whole, than might have been expettrd, confi lering the 
determined re fill a nee manifefted by the enemy.—rThe killed 
and wounded altogether did not exceed 100 men, and of 
thofe the killed formed but a fmall proportion.—Bowannec, 
we under ft and, was confide red as a place of fome wealth ; 
but, whether the brave afiaiUnts found that charatt**r realised 
in the fruits of their valour, we have not yet learned. 


We detailed in our left the principal circumftances con. 
netted with theprogrefs the Cabul Embafl\ , in thrir return 
through the Panj-ib to the Company's Provinces.* Letters 
ft nee received from Loodeaunah, under date the *6th ultimo, 
inform us, that Mr. Prefer, one of the AlfitUnts to the 
million, had reached that ftation a few days brio re, and 
proceeded without delay on his route to Delhi.

The 
brother of B;f.i Rao. it is faitf, had already fet out on his 
march towards Ajmere ; Narrain Rao {the principal officer 
in the fervicc of ftapoojee Scindia.) h id come to Sorrar* 
from Sahur, after levying a chout of 18,000 Rupees at the 
latter place; and Baponjee him felt was Ihortly expetted to 
follow. Meanwhile, Dowlut Rao had diretted Baptise to 
march, with his power, in the direttion of Korah,—aftate, 
which, fince his army laft took the field, had remained on, 
mnlefted. Baptifte, according to the laft accounts, was 
encamped at Mullareea, a* place about 60 miles from Jay- 
pore. Scindia was not expetted to continue for any length 
of time, in his petition at Surrara. 

The laft inflalment of the Jay pore tribute ftill remained un- 
Jiq uida’ed. h'cindia was very urgent and incetfant in his de¬ 
mands, which the unfortunate Rajah feems to have had no 
ineans left of fortifying. - 

The uk' M bars inform us, that Nawab # Meer Khan, the fori 
of Shih Nizam-u-Dheen Ahmod, had lately fet out from 
Scindia*s camp, on a political million to Calcutta. Pre¬ 
vious to his departure, he had an audience of Serridia for fe¬ 
lt era 1 hours, a # nd received from him his credentials as Vakeel, 
and letters to the Governor General.

It appears, that the H. C. Ships Lord Keith, Earl Spencer, 
and Monarch , with' the Country Ship Varuna and a Portu- 
guefe veffel for the Brazils, had failed from Penang, imme¬ 
diately afrer the departure of the convoy for Bengal, and 
that the two Fleets wprked out of the Straits together. The 
above Indiamen failed under the proteflion of H. M. Frigate 
Clerinde, which h-«d been appointed to accompany them down 
th" Bay, The Modefie alfo was at Penang, when the Pi act is 
and her convoy failed, and it is underftood, that file too 
would fail with the Indiamen; but, whether or not (be ac¬ 
tually did fo, is not certainly known.

law his wife dead, lying on the fli>oi,cut and wounded in a tnoft 
fjmckiug manner, the prifoner fat by her, covered her with a doth, 
and had a great quantity of blood on his hands, and there were two 
daggers coveted with blood , lying near him —they alfo law a man

About an hour aftef passing the Wreck, 
a bale of cotton was seen floating on the surface of the 
water. This also seemed perfectly fresh ; hut, as the wind 
was high at the time, it could not he recovered. 

It is generally supposed, that this^wreck must have been 
"the remains of the Henry Parnell, lately stranded on that 
part of the coast. The story however has been associ¬ 
ated with a rumour of the loss of the Rahim share, which, 
obtained ground in Calcutta yesterday morning, but which, 
we can assure our readers, is entirely devoid of foundation. 
It simply originated in the circumstance of a Clashee bo- 
longing to that vessel hating arrived in town from Gan- 
jam, and having reported, that the Rahimshat£''S boat bad 
been upset by the surf, in attempting to land at a place 
called Soneepore, and, with the exception of himself, that 
every person on board had been drowned. We forbear to 
mention the names of the sufferers, on such vaglje autho¬ 
rity.

The climate of the Jflfe of France is faid to be very 
faluhrtous, fo much fo, that few dif afes prevail j the interi¬ 
or of the country is in many parts extremely rural and mag¬ 
nificent, refembling in appearance fome of the fequeftcrcd 
and romantic fcents irt England, * ^ 

The foil in general is favourable to thfe Cultivation or 
grain* but fuch it this dread they have of the hurricane* 
which prevail at times, from the mmpth of December to 
March, together with the fwarms of common rats, which 
infieft the country, that little attention is paid to this occu¬ 
pation, from tie idea, that their labour ih this ref} eft 
would be in\ain, as certain deftruftion to the crops is in¬

In our extra publication of yesterday evening, we had 
the pleasure to announce the safe arrival at Madras, of 
the Fleet of Indiamen, from which the Wellesley separated 
on the 12 th ultimo; in the neighbourhood of Ceylon. These 
fhips' may be expected in the river, we understand, about 
'the 12 th cm rent. 

The United Kingdom , destined for St- Helena, parted 
fram her comrades on the 10 th of June ; and, the Mar. 
chioness of Exeter , Taunton Castle, ami Dover Castle, 
stood away on the lfitli of the same month, with the inten¬ 
tion of proceeding by the inward passage to Bombay. 

The ac.eoutits of the market for Bengal produce in China, 
received by the late arrivals from the eastward, are snflu 
ciently nupropitious; but, as the chief cause of the depres¬ 
sion is imputed to the scarcity of specie, and the con. 
sequent difficulty of procuring returns, it may be reasonably 
hoped, that the renewed importation of treasure by the 
American traders will be immediately productive of a fa¬ 
vourable change. Bengal cotton was at 12 tale per pecitl; 
and Opium nominally at 9| dollars, but, in reality, not 
saleable even at that price. 

By the Ijcrd Castlereagh and Anna, we have advices 
from the settlement of Bencoolen, considerably later than 
any previously received. The following extract of a let* 
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ter, with which wp have been favourod, contains, we be* 
iir^ve. nearly the only intelligence from that quarter, that 
would he interesting to (he public.

Jiodriguez, where our troops had been landed, Is situ, 
atedat a considerable distance to the windward of the Isle 
of France; and the English ships of war, after watering 
at tlw formef pUce, are under the necessity of beating up 
tor several days, before they cau regain their station*

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Previous to (he separation*of the lphigenia , a detach. 
tinentof the blockading squadron, consisting olT the Rat- 
sonabley Sirius and NcrciJe, had sailed for Bourbon, with 
the purpose of attempting; to cut out or destroy the Caro¬ 
line Frigate, and her two prizes, the Sfreatham and Europe. 
The most sanguine hopes of success were entertained. 


The expedition against the Pirate States on the GnIpTt 
of Persia, which has for some time been under equipment at: 
Bombay, was expected to sail about the middle of Iasi 
month. The land force consists of about a thousand nien, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Smith of His 
Majesty’s 65fh Foot. The naval part of the expedition 
is composed of his Majesty’s Frigate La < h((fone y and 
several Company’s Cruisers,—the whole under the com. 
mand of Captain Wainwright. They are to lie joined, oil 
their arrival in the Gulph, by the Caroline and 
vessels.

His Excellency, the Commander in Chief, accompanied 
by the oilicers of his Staff, set out from Meerut on his re¬ 
turn to Calcutta, on the 6th ultimo. On the 9th, he reach¬ 
ed Ghur Mokhtesir ghaut, and embafked on the boats pre¬ 
pared for him. He afterwards proceeded by dawk on a visit 
to His Highness the Nawaub of Lucnow, and after a very 
short stay ait that capital, set out, on the evening of the 
19th, for Cawnpore. His Excellency re.imbarked from 
that station, on the afternoon of the 21st ultimo ; and, by 
private advices received in town yesterday, wc learn, that 
lie had reached Allahabad on the 21th. It is supposed, 
that His Excellency may arrive in Calcutta, about the 15tU 
or 16th current. 


The Ship Rahim shah reached her destination at Masuli- 
patam in safety, on the 9th current; and the story, brought 
by a Clashee . from that vessel, of her Commander having 
perished, with his boat’s crew, in the surf at Sonefcpore, 
proves to be entirely groundless.

BURNING OP A HINDOO WIDOW. 

An intelligent correfpondent has favoured us with the fo!« 
lowing mrrative of a Suttee, which lately took place at no 
great diftance from Calrutta. Ihe aggravated circumflancet 
of horror, which attended the ceremony on this occafion, 
diftmguiih it from moft pf the Suttee*, which have been hU 
therto defmbed, and are calculated to excite a very power* 
ful, though not certainly a very plcafmg intereft, in the 
minds of our readers s

It is a generally received belief, that, in the Sacrifice of 
Hindoo Widows, the vi&im is prevfoufly rendered alraoft in* 
fcnflble by ftupifymg and intoxicating drugs, and that (he ft, 
at all times, fuffocated by the frnoke of a rapidly combofti* 
ble pile, before the flames reach her body. That this is 
leaft not always the cafe, I have been recently a witiysf|« 
Being informed, that a Suttee was about to talfr place In thp 
vicinity of my Houfe, on Monday, the 25th of this month* 

I repaired to the fpot in company With a friend; lofti&ftm 
by a ftrong and natural curiufiiy, to obferve narrow)} tkf 
deportment of a human being about to take 0 vOltMiff anf 
public leave of rxiftenct, and believing from wbr#i t>a4 
read of fimilar oaft*, that our faplingt would not Itt (hock* 

«d by any open exhibition of the *aoal putt# of ^f^cidp* 
f do not recoiled to bpve fegn any acbwgt bf 4 mmU 
which did nor, upon the whole, bolt father faypuratly fo t ifu* 
humanity of thofe whom an imperious ordiuene* of Religma 
calls upon, to prefidt or officiate at (wsk ^rmdmh 1. think 
It therefore a duty which I owe to the caufr'of truth, to *** 
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cord at leail one inftanee on the other fide of the queftion. 
With thi* view, I beg leave to addrefs myfelf to you, in the 
hoje that you will give the narration a place in your valua¬ 
ble new* paper, when you have nothing more inierelling ox 
novel to inferr. 

the Suttee in queftion took place at a fpot by the river 
H 1 c* about a quarter of a mile helow Barnagore, at 11 in 
’the r unit g* We amved about half an hour before th*t 
time, and ti jnd the widow, bithtng in the river, furrounded 
by a tioop it friends, chnfly min. It was then low.water, 
end the dtc » mud left by the ride, prevented our approach, 
log fufficiently ne tr to obferve with accuracy, the ceremonies 
th*r were perf owning. Our attention was at traced to the pile, 
winch was placed about high-water mark. It was not alro. 
get her more than 4 ! or 5 feet long, to the heft of our obferva. 
nonj and confided merely of fomc long billets of chopped foon. 
dry wood, trefh and green, from the bazar, ref lined in their 
placet by four flakes driven into the ground at the angles, 
1 he whole was little, if at all, longer, or broader, thm one 
of the common cots ufed by the natives. The deceafed was 



dry brufl»*wood and reeds, lay ready for ufe. The whole of 
the* ceremonies obferveef on the occafion, were fuch as are 
ofually gone through* end as have been deferibed fo often in 
books. The widow wa» dreffed in a robe or fh^er of bright 
f H filk, end had her hair hanging loofe and difhevsllcd, and 
Hack through with many wooden combs: her forehead was 
painted with yellow ochre, or orpimenr, and (he had no 
other 4refs or ornament whatever. Kroin the bye.flinders 
we learned, that her bufband was a common wafherman, and 
that it was not expected by any one that (he would have re* 
folved to burn herfelf, efpecially as (he had a child of three 
years old, and as her relations had offered to maintain them 
if <he would content to live, I (hall not take up your 
tittye by detailing the many ceremonies that were performed.

From this we at firft concluded hef * 
to be intoxicated, but were afterwards convinced of our mif. , 
take, by feeing the ftradinef* of nerve, and perfect compo. 
fore, with which fhe fprinkled the corpfe of her huibutd, and 
mounted on the pile entirely unaffifted and alon*. We flood 
within 6 or 7 feet ot the pile, and could not be miftaken. 
The remaining billets of wood were now laid on the bodies, 
with a fcanty handful of dry reeds here and there. But, the 
point to which I with Specially to draw the attrition of, 
your readers is, that thick ftrong ropes, thoroughly foaked 
in water, were previoutly tied round the bodies of the Hr.

FORT ST. GEORGE, SMh Sr*. 1809 . 

General Order 1 , hy the Right Honorable the Governor General 

On tny amval at bort St. George, X learnt that feveral important 
chan^ei hid uken place in the affairs of this Prefidency, fublequent 
to the Event* which had come to my knowledge at the period of 
mi departure from Bengal. 

The bill aft of oprn revolt which had already been committed by 
the Garrifon of Main It pat am, had been followed by proceedings not 
leU criminal and delperate at (oine of the mod confiderable ftations 

well at at fome luboidmate polls of the army—Thefe mealures 
had been undr 1 taken in connection with a guilty combination and 
conceit, the extent of which I cannot contemplate without the deep* 
eft concern. 

I hal cherilbed as long as Events woyld yet allow me fo do fo, 
that cordial efleem for the Aimy of the Coafl at large, which a long 
qnd uniform difplay of every Military virtue hid, till this calamitous 
feafon, fo well juftified, and which had led me perhaps too pcrtina- 
t'louflyi to afenbethe prevailing dilouRrs rather to a partial, than to 
a general deletion fiom duty* 

'I bis habitual regard for tne Army of Fort St. George, has much 
embittered the necelfity of renouncing even for an interval, and 1 
trull 1 may now lay a (hort one, fentiments which were onCO fo 
and are ftill fo grateful to my mind. 

It is a matter ol latitfa&ton to relief!, that X have yielded thefe fa* 
vourable impiefisons to the evidence of fafts alone, and that R has re¬ 
quired thofe fcenei which have been a fled tn open day, without ef« 
felling even the decency of concealment, to extort ftom me the re* 
luijant acknowledgement of a too general participation In the late 

criminal confederacy, which, while it calls a wider Me over the 
forroei reputation of this Army hat alfo given to their proceedings a 
more fertous and aweful character, Knee me blow which the Cornell 
alone, but which fucctf* even without Cornell, would yet more cer* 
thinly have flruek into the bo(bm of their Country, mail have been 
proportionally the deeper and more incurable* 
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The anxiety.and grief which would have attended.the necelfity of 
fuch a conteft as this fl-ue of things appeared likely to require, has 
however been fpared me, by the ieturu of the Officers to their dutv, 
a final renunciation oi the criminal defigns which had doe&ed th:if 
la-e conduft, and an unqualified fubmiflion to Legal Authority be¬ 
fore my arrival at Madras. 

The leading and principal fa£ls had been placed fo entirely beio-id 
doubt or queftion, by the bpld, undifgutfed chdtjflfer of the revot; 
and the general principles of the deliberation on which I was ewer, 
ing are fo plain and mantled in themfch'es, that a rtfolwiou might 
perhaps have been faleiy taken wiih little reflexion or delay 

The confequences however of the Judg.Dcut I had to pronounce, 
on the one hand to the Public intereit, a>id on the other to a numer¬ 
ous Body, whofe title to rffpe£t and regard could not be entire'y ef¬ 
faced from my mind even by the culpable exceffes of a fh<>rt and 
diftempered period, were fo mommrous, that i could not confent to 
hassrd a decifiou uniupported by fuch previous invcfligation both of 
fa£t and argument, as ihe urgent nature of the fubjefl admitted—It is 
matter of much comfort to my own mind therefore, and will 1 doubt 
not afford fatisfaftiou to others, that the meafures 1 have now to an¬ 
nounce to the Army, have been the refultof individual enquiry as to 
fads, and of the moll mature, as well asauxious peifona! mediation 


on every point of Juft«ce, public policy and official duty, which 
Ought to guide the deliberations and counfels of a Government on 
fuch a Queftton. 

1 have not ncgle&ed to look back once more to the origin of thefe 
troubles, and 1 am conftrained to repeat ihe fenriments 1 have alrea¬ 
dy delivered on that branch of the Jubje&—Nothing can jufiify the 
revolt of an army; but I have been difappointed in my fearch even 
for circumftinces of mitigation in this revolt. No injury has, in my 
apprehftnfion, been done to the Army, in any fiage of £ confltft 
which began in a fa&ious attack on Government.—But tf in the uc- 
teliaiy vindication of Authority any point may have anfen which 
might be thought interefliug to the Military Body at large, the regu¬ 
lar and intimate recourfe to the ultimate authorities wax not only 
open, but was afbially in progrefs—Seditious combination therefore 
can find iio apology m the cate, neither ,catj punifitmews infilled on 
individual aSs of Sedition, futnifha juft provocation to general con¬ 
federacy-

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by which this co tagion has fpread from a partial ioflion to a general 
sevolt 

Th-r utter excefir'; of the revoked Oifi err, appear to have fought 
jultiftomon, and perhaps to have found fupport, from an error ex* 
trrmcly fitnilar. 

The nec-llai y, becaufc the only etfeelial means of defence which 
government couid employ jgamft the violence with which it was 
threa ened, have been converted into arguments of greater ^violence, 
hive been treked as Crimes, and as new provocations to that very re¬ 
bellion, by which thefe ineafurcs wets, thcmfelves, rendered indif- 
penfab'e. 

On the other hand 1 have examin’d with more than impartiality, 
that is to lay, wtth an ear tdl de-lire to eftabhfh the molt favourable 
conclulions io« the Officers of this /\rmv, all the circum(lances 
wh'ch attended and might bs fnppolH to have influenced the fad- 
den teturn of the Army to its duty* I am little inclined to pro¬ 
nounce an adverfe and ungracious judgment, on that iuterefting 
point. I will not however, cithtjr on this or any other occafion la- 
crifice Truth to the indulgence of my pcrfonal difpofition and wilh- 
cs, and I have to regiet that neither the particulai circumftanCe of 
the moment, nor the lpectfic information which has fallen under ihjr‘ 
obfervation, can warrant as clearly as I wifh, the opinion I am defir-' 
ous of entertaining, that the fubrniilion of the Army to &eg&l' 
Authority may be excltifiveiy afevibed to a returning fenfe of duty,, 
and the mere operation of public principle—1 am at the lame time 
unwilling to probe that quell ion more deeply than the nceafion re¬ 
quires, and 1 am entirely difpnfcd, amorigfl the*coinplicated motives 
of an attion good in i tie If, to riifcern at leaf! the co-operation of 
worthy and honorable inducements—-The latter fentimeat has not 
been excluded from the coni!derations on which my judgment has 
been formed, and*has been allowed a mflft welcome, and aeeptibldf 
influence on the Anal meafures that have been adopted. 

It is not my intention to enlarge on the Grounds of the opinions 
I have now delivered, and I have touched upon them only for the 
purpofe of explaining one of the principal foundations of my dept* 

lion—The A«s being; in themfdves highly criminal, I have difcfggK 
vsred neither in the motives that led to them, not* in*the iffimddsmlj; 
inducements to fubmifllori, ftlffident palliation to entitle offences "fdf 
dangerous to our Country and the world to Itmple Impunity and 
Pardon. Clear and incapable of doubt as this proportion is, I IHbee* 
not yielded my implicit, and final affent to it without repeated 
review of every confideration that could oppofe that condufiou, tio# 
without many draggles of private fenlibiUty and feeling agaudl the . 
lamented conferences which muft pr»£Hoafty refult front it—«But' 
thefe are queftion* not of private fenfibility bat o{ public trull, jt) t 
have- in charge -the dtfcipline of future ArrtSies—Thd maintenance 
of that fixed and immutable principle, that Military ■ Bodies are 
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fuboidinate to the (fate id a won] the fundamental fecnnties of hu* 
man afljeution—I onnor exclude frou m) mind the intimue con« 
vi£hon that the total impunity of itvolt under all the circumfl tnt cs 
of the prelent events is not compatible with thofr fecnnties, tbit 
the (ilence of the Law, in the cile of Arms turned ignrift the Go¬ 
vernment that gate thtm of hortreffes feued ihofe who were fla- 
tioued to proreft them, if 1 mops (educed try OfFncrs to whole better 
guardi tuftup th< y wcie committed, c »uld*be aferibcd to no mom-, 
and prodifee on the mttidsof tiiole who lhould wunefs it, cvmi tiom 
a difiance, no tmTcffioi fit enable to Obedience and I) (ciplme. 
Upon what dtflt i&ion flitll we rel> hereafict in the pnufhmtnt of 
infenor offci der«, and a£ls of minor ftibordmation, when impunity 
is the eftabiifiicd relult of mutiny, in which the offices of i «b>'e 
anr y were the atlors, and of wIn 'b the ir bupettors anti C ornmau- 
dershave b-tn the puncipal pioinoters and leaders? 

'i im pnntul argument is extu tt 1 fioin me, not for the pirpofe 
of reproach, but to fortify tn\ un v tiling j tdpment in tne affiitti ig 
hut inevitable conclufion, that total Jinpunity is forbidden by every 
obligation of my high trull. 

There ti vet, I hope, a mitigating principle in the rnoft atiUrre 
exercile of Eughlli jullice; that julhcr, which, while it obevs the 
call of puhliifafety, a ever acceffible to the interceding voice of 
clemency and mercy A lenient and even a tendei admmiftiatnn oi 
juftfee ts at once the boaft and privilege oi our glorious and happy 
country. 

From tta flerner dunes I mull not entirely fhrink, but if I am 
prompted, b) the befi propcnlities of every human bofom, to tnfule 
into the corre&ion of fubdutd offences the larged ineafuie of indul¬ 
gence compatible with the ends of }u(lice, I (hall be but d faithful 
repre tentative of our common Soveteign, aud fliall but illullrate and 
exemplify the national t ha rafter of his people. To this tiuly 
Enghlh virtue I (hdU appeal, if any one (houla think that, either 
id the gratification of perfonal feelings, or in emulation of the cha¬ 
rade nmc lenity of England, I may nave given too wide a fcope to 
indulgence, and have done too Utile for public difctphne .4 

In purfuance of thele views, the principle I have thought m3 feU 
afhberty to adopt has been to limit the number of pumihments, 
flnce impunity cannot be genet a! ; and to mitigate their degrees to 
the utntoff extent of lenity, not entirely incompatible with the pub¬ 
lic good, and the tndtfpeofihle demands of ju&ice. 

In the execution of this principle, it has been neceflary to make 
41 ImaU lelefUon ftom a gieat mats of delinquency, all tubjeft m 
wtftnefs to the penalties of the taw ; and that fuch a choice lhould 
neubet be captuums nor fubj*8 to the (uipicion of partiality* I 
have adopted general criterion*, the principles of which are manifeft- 
*y *°d the application of which to particular cafes u fubjeft to 
ftp dtmcuity. 
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"I he fitft giound of Ulertion is tin* com million of fome over-aft 
of rebellion or mutiny, fueh as feizwg on Khrirelles, or public trea- 
fuic; a£fuai hoHilitv again!) the troops of Il'S M<*jdly, tile Com¬ 
pany, or its Allies; (joining the Stations allotted to troops without 
ordeis, or the icfulal to obey the orders of Government. 

This principle of Tele Chon would liheiate a conlidcrable proportion 
of the Army ; but it would involve a much greater number than it 
enters into my views to exclude from paidon. 

It is neceffary therefore to {’Heft from the numerous clats already 
delcribed a {mailer number comprized within a narrow head of 
dtflmrtioii. 

That felc&ion is to confill of the Officers in command of Stations, 
or bodies of troops, Commandants of Corps and pcrlbns peculiarly 
rhdingm(lied for a forward and violent part in the muff criminal a£ls 
or proceedings of the Annyi 

'l be whole of this highly criminal and peculiarly refponfihle, but 
not numerous clafs, will moll juftly be lubmitted to a trial by 
Court Martial. 

But as the Courts Martial may of necefiity he bound to pats fen- 
tences of greater feverity than it is in contemplation to ■ extend with¬ 
out diftinftion to the whole number of thrXe fubmitted to trial, a 
more tnimre fob divifion will yet be made, and the Officers in com¬ 
mand of Garrifons or eonfiderablc bodies of Troops will be feparat- 
ed, or the grounds of higher refponfibility, from the Commandant of 
of Corps. The former will be fuhjefled at alt events to trial ; the 
latter will be allowed the option of a trial ot difmiilal from (he fetvide. 

In order that no anxious uncertainty may fcmaln concerning the 
application of thefe rules of felcftion to individual cafes, the name* 
of all the OfBcers intended for punifhments arc expreffed in the fol¬ 
lowing lift* It will be found not to include the Commandant Of 
corps at Secunderabad, although that force irli too diftfnftly within 
the principle of feleftion, not only on account of the lead it adorned 
in the criminal combination and the violent proceedings of the 
army, but as having committed open mutiny in refuting to pcfOttt 
the march of the ad Battalion toth Regiment to Goa. 

I hat^Phowever thought the example, which that force wa* lift 
to fet to the revolted Officers of an early return to their duty^|id; 
the army, may be admitted as a ground of fpccial indulgence imd 
pardotk , yr 

I have abflained from looking too narrowly into, the variety of 
pnffible motives that may be fuppofed to have aftpated tjw,',. Senior 
Officers of this force in their exertions to withdraw front further it* 
fifiance to Government. In mv delire to rellore my fitft efteevnto fbe 
Officers of this army, the bener and more honorable indncemerita 
may he allowed at kafl their fhare this commendable pair of their 
couduft; and in my foliettude to extend the principle of clypaepey 
to in utmofl allowable bounds, I have deemed the benefit derived 
both to the public and to the army itfelf from the fubmiffiou of the 
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Hydtrabul foice fu^fi unity ir p man f to wa nnt, e\en vutVi t 
i< ga«d t j momt, or urn u tme its, th»* tytofioi of md il<,iru< t

indemnity is granted. It is not on a principle of juftification, but 
Of pure indulgence unmixed with any other confideration, that I 
have a&ed on rhis occafion, I have recolleded the pronenefs of our 
‘common nature to error; the dominion ovy the paffions over rea- 
fori; the influence of rank, authority and talents over young and 
feeble minds; the powers of contagjion, and the irrefifttble torrent 
of general example. I have confideted the fmall and fcarcely per 4 * 
ceptible degrees by which innocent men are conducted, from the 
firft flight tr* nfgreflion. to crimes, l tbe enormity of which their 
minds would have revolted at, if prefented at once to their view.

EXTRACT VBOH 4 f,UTTER DATJHH AT TORT Dt'NCAS, SKPT. 3 , 1809 , 

“ 1 have the pleasure to inform you of our safe arrival at this 
island, on the 4 th of July, after a very tedious passage. Com¬ 
modore Bvug hrough us so c ose in shore, going down the coast, 
that we almost every day saw the land, and sometimes pretty 
it. The consequence was, we had light wiuds, somct 
times calms, with immense (leal of rain and squalls—never had 
a regubr breeze IS hours together, and the live stock suffered 
severely. In the ho'hmany we lost upwards of 300 sheep,-and 
goats and poullry in the same proportion. Some of the other 
fhif«Jo:i the whole the} had belonging to the company. The 
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hornet! callle on board the •Vimrva wore the best, they only 
lost one cow, and I mded tin; rest tn heller condition than when 
they went on board at Bombnv. Captain Webster deserves great 
credit, for lie took great care and paid gnat atleMiou to (hem* 
as well as the pigs, be lost about ;J0 01 them, most of thcni,dur- 
ing the dirlv weather cm the roast. On landing here we found 
three French men (Iwomanied) and fiom 70 to Kb slaves, they 
received us very friendly, apparentv but from wlial we have seen 
of them, 1 fancy they are not to lie trusted ; however a short 
time will shew. The island is e< rtainly :i very fine one and equal 
to any tiling respecting the cultivation. The soil being very 
rich. Several seeds both ot European .ml Indian vegetates 
have been sown and thrive very well, so 1 expect m the course 
of six months we shall have plenty of vegetables. There is very- 
little slock belonging lo the French on the island, their return 
is only IT rows and bulls, 10 sheep, 203 goafs, about 23 turkeys, 
and a small quantity of fowls, so we hsve not much to expect 
from them. The Hugmia ayd Minerva left this on Ihe 30 lh of 
August for Madagascar, for cattle Ac.—and 1 hope, they will be 
successful in procuring a good quantity for all our sakes; there 
is plenty of fish hern and very fine, though the settlers say there 
are some poisonous, however, we have not experienced any bail 
effects on shore, we always boil silver with them, but some have 
found the silver turn blacck and of course did not eat the fish. We 
have had the Sirius frigate here from the Isle of France, to wood 
and water* 


si* am sorry lo sav there is little doubt but the Bombay and 
j David Scoii have been taken by the ( urnfine French frigate, and 
taken into Hourhou, where they are blockaded by the J\ereidc 
frigate, and tlfey have some idea of landing a force at "Bourbon 
for the purpose of taking them out,—the Mellona, ( a»nonier t and 
La Laurel , and a great many prizes are at the Isle of trance,— 
the L'enus and La »t fanche frigates are out cruizing, we had 1 
a brig (no doubt French) to windward of this island tor 30 hours, 
hut the Belfiqueux did not think proper to go out niter her, the 
Frenchman here made a signal lo her and she was off.

1809 . 

There are three European Frenchmen, (two married,) they 
have many slaves,, both men, women and children, these people

“ There have been taken out of the ground to-day 4 guns ami 
160 shot, with the appearance of being lately buried, and we are 
searching for more. The guns are Iron and 1 believe twelve 
pounders.” 

August 21.—“ The frigate Sirius anchored in the roads this 
evening, and brings intelligence that the ships tiombuy and David 
Scott are both taken by a trench frigate called the Caroline, and 
are now at JJourboin-j—!lu* .'•/tins is only six days from the Isle of 
France, she is one of the largest frigates I have seen in th.f 
country.” & 

August 22.—“ The commodore left this for Point de Gallo 
this mo ruing with a line breeze.”

should think he neglected the fiitu e interests of the Public and 
the Army, if he omitted this occasion of bringing strongly to tbe 
notice and recollecion of the Odicers of this Establishment, the 
culpable nature and mischievous consequences of the practice 
which was the subject of the trials now under consideration. 
That is to say, concerted insult to those who have either uni¬ 
formly done well, or who having fallen by the force ef general 
example, into the prevailing disorders, have withdrawn themselves 
from former, errors, and returned to a faithful discharge of 
public duty. Such combinations against individuals, of which 
examples have not been wanting in the late troubles, are always 
reprehensible, but assume a much more criminal character in 
that state of things which has arisen out of the submission of 
the Army, followed 1>y the amnesty, announced by the General 
Order of the 25 th September- 

The Governor General trusts that every disposition to this 
serious offence has been extinguished by those events, but as 
it affords the only means that now remain, either for nursing 
theseedi of Military disorder, or for prolonging the discord of 
the Army, some exposition ot Us dangerous and malignant ten¬ 
dency appears peculiarly seasonable. 

To make a return to fluty the subject of concerted affront and 
indignity, is in the Rfst place a great breach of discipline. It, 
requires a very clear cause to render such measures of personal 
enmity to individuals tolerated in any circumstances. No one 
can be ignorant of the displeasure uniformly manifested, and of 
the punishment invariably indicted, in every case of such offences 
agonist discipline, by the supreme Military authority of the 
Sovereign himself!—Let any one imagine, therefore,, what 
judgment would be formed on a complaint for such an injury, 
the excuse alledged for which should be, that the party against 
whom it was levelled, had withdrawn himself from a conspiracy 
against his Majesty } or in a case arising in India, that he had 
renounced a further participation in revolt against the Com-

It must be recollected also, that those who persist in such

every combination, that has the slightest reference to the late 
lamented period, should be dissolved and abjured for ever. To 
continue therefore, or to renew similar combinations in the very 
moment of acceptiug indemnity from the penalties of past 
transactions, roust he felt to be a violation of public faith and 
personal honor, enhanced by the aggravation of the deepest 
ingratitude. 

To sincere and cordial reconciliation* which authority alone 
cannot enforce, the Army caif only be invited and exhorted by 
every consideration which should influence their sounder reason, 
and their better feelings. But to repress every open attempt to 
obstruct the return of public harmony by putting indignity up- 
ou individuals, who have the merit of an early retreat front' 
error, is a fit aud indispensable object both of the vigilance and 
power of Government. 

Under these impressions, the Governor General has thought 
it a point of candour, to apprize, thus eaniy, every ill-advised 
individual who might fall inconsiderately into*that snare, that 
no future example of thi» offence can be exempted from punish¬ 
ment, and that every Officer accused of it shall be brought to 
trial before a Court Martial, or if the peculiar circumstances of' 
the case should render it more advisable, the charge shall b$ 
.submitted to the investigation of a Military Court of Enquiry 
and.if established by the proceedings of the latter tribunals the 
Officer so offending must be suspended from the service, subject 
to the judgment of the Honorable the Court of Directors.
